SHORT-CUTS TO GLAMOUR 



FOR LOVELIER EYES 

Lovely eyes mean lovelier you— and you can give 
your eyes more appeal by devoting just a little time 
and thought to your beauty routine. Here are some 
eye make-up tricks that will bring out all the beauty 
of your eyes and make them more attractive. 

Keep your eyebrows smooth, well-groomed, and 
well-shaped. Twceze out the straggly hairs in the 
direction in which the eyebrow grows. Never shave 
your eyebrows. They help express all your emotions 
—fear, happiness, sorrow, surprise, and tragedy. A 
shaved eyebrow gives [he face an expression of per- 
petual surprise that is never attractive. Also, the eye- 
brows protect the eyes from strong overhead light 
and from dust and dirt, and if they are shaved, you 
lose this natural protection. 

If you have very thin eyebrows, fill in your brows 
with your eyebrow pencil — which should be sharp- 
ened to a thin, clean point — using short, definite 
strokes, not one continuous hard line. This takes 
practice, but in the end you will have natural-looking 
eyebrows. 

Always brush your mascara lengthwise on your 
eyelashes, following the growth of the hair. Use 
water to moisten the mascara. Since heavily made-up 
lashes give an artificial look*, use a small dry brush 
to separate the lashes after your mascara has dried. 

If you have small eyes, you can create an illusion 
of size by arching your eyebrows just a trifle lower 
than usual. Be careful not to exaggerate this effect 
or it will give you a severe look. Also, mascara only 
the tips of the lashes. And if your eyes are deepset, 
besides being small, use very little eye shadow and 
none in the extreme hollow of the eyelid next to the 

You can make round eyes look wider and more 
almond-shaped by using mascara only on the lashes 
from the center of the eye to the outer corner. 

Prominent eyes cm be made to appear softer by 
drawing attention to the lower part of the face with 
make-up. If you have prominent eyes, wear your 
hair in a soft, loose style, with no small curls or dips. 
Don't wear your eyebrows thin, but don't make them 
too heavy, cither. Mascara only the tipper lashes 
lightly. Blend your eye shadow carefully over the 
prominent part ol. the upper lid, using as dark a 
shade as possible, and carry it up very lightly to the 
line of the brOw, Carry your rouge well up to the 
eyes so that there will be no white space between the 
checks and the eyes to accentuate their size. 

But remember- — the most effective eye bcautificr 
of all is sleep. It will put a sparkle in your eyes that 
nothing else can. 



FOR BEAUTIFUL NAILS 

Bright, unchipped, well-manicured nails add a lot 
to your appearance — just as untidy hands can detract. 
To keep your hands constantly looking nice, push 
back the cuticle with your towel every time you dry 
your hands and also use plenty of hand lotion. When 
you change your polish, keep these rules in mind, 
and you'll have nicer looking nails and won't have to 
change your polish so often: 

1. Belore applying nail polish, be sure all the old 
polish is off, have the nails clean, and if you've used 
any oil on the cuticles, see it's all off. 

2. Apply polish in three strokes — first across base" 
and down one side; then down the center; finally 
down the other side. Two coats of polish look and 
wear better. 

3. This is the most important rule — see that each 
coat is dry to a light touch before applying the next 
one. And don't touch anything for at least ten min- 
utes after you've finished your manicure. 

Using a base provides a smoother nail surface and 
insures a more even polish job. An oily top-coat cuts 
drying time considerably and lessens the chance of 
smudging. These aren't essential for a good manicure, 
but they help. 

WHAT TO WEAR ON A DATE . 

This is the season of the year when a young man's 
fancy is known to turn to thoughts of love. That 
means more dates for you— and more fun if you 
know what's right to. wear on every date.
